We learn that this morning (28th) that the 
North-China Insurance Company, and other 
local insurances officcs addressed a letter 
to. tho British Consul stating that they 
‘abandoned ‘whatever: rights or intereats 
they had in the wreck of tho Chinaman, 
and asked the Consul to urge the Chinese 
authorities to take .steps to remove the 
wreck... Instructions had been given by 
the Taotai that tho wreck should be blown 
up, but since then the Customs authorities 
have written a letter to the British Consul 
asking him to secure them against any pro- 
bable loss that would result from the action 
they intended to take in blowing up the 
sunken barque. They seemed to think 
that unless they wera protected in some 
way, they might be exposed to tho risk of 
being sued by some of the parties con- 
corned in the wreck. They thought a total 
abandonment of all rights in the wreck by 
every person interested in it was necessary. 
Tn order to facilitate the matter and remove 
the difficulty’ that appeared: to have dis- 
turbed the Customs Authorities, the letter 
of the united local insurance offices was 
sent to the Consul. This will strengthon 
the harids of the authorities, as these offices 
aro more deeply interested in the Chinaman 
thir ay one olse, though’ there may be 
other partics who have an interest in tho 
vessel. It is to bo hoped that the note will 
produce the desired effect and induce the 
Customs Authurities to blow up at once tho 
wreck, which is a source of trouble, expense 
and danger that should havo-becn removed 
weeks ago. 

His Majesty, the King of the Sandwich 
Islands, left for Tiontsin in ‘the stenmer 
Pantuh yesterday morning (27th) at half- 
past nine oclock. It is. possible, that His 
Majesty. will proceed to Poking, in which 
case, he will -bo absont from Shanghai 
about # fortnight. If the King only gocs 
to Tientsin, he will return here in about a 
week, .
